“KNOW-NOTHINGISM” 

In spite of the exposures published 
in a leading New York newspaper 
people have not been inclined to take 
the Ku Klux Klan seriously. There is 
so much that is childish and absurd in 
its apparatus of secrecy and^qniform 
that a good many citizens have taken 
the order merely as a huge joke. Such 
persons are apparently very much 
mistaken. The election returns in 
many Western and Southwestern 
states furnish evidence that the Klan 
controls many votes and knows how to 
use them for its purposes. The visit 
of the governor of Louisiana to 
Washington to take counsel with the 
national authorities about the lawless¬ 
ness and violence of which the Klan 
has been guilty in his part of the 
country is proof that we are face to 
face with a revolutionary organization 
that is eadry and able to defy the re¬ 
straints of law in the pursuit of its 
objects. The Ku Klux is politically a 
revival of the “Know-NotWngism" of 
the days before the Civil War, but it 
copies many of the terroristic methods 
that were characteristic of the original 
Ku Klux Klan . of the Reconstruction 
period. 

LUCKY PREMIER 

Premier McKenzie King has the re¬ 
putation of being lucky. He entered 
office when the tide of trade revenue 
and general business was at a low ebb, 
and he has the benefit of trade re¬ 
vival. Take the matter of unemploy¬ 
ment. Six months ago ^jt looked as if 
this would be a serious problem, and 
government members were complain¬ 
ing because the government had not 
outlined a defiriite policy for dealing 
with the unemployment problem which 
they declared would be acute. Mid- 
.winter is here and there Is practically 
no problem. We are on the eve ‘of 
better times all over the country and 
the King government is not entitled to 
much credit in that connection for they 
have done little to assist in that 
way by economizing in departmental 
work. 

LOOKING UP 

In converse with a well known far¬ 
mer out west of here, a few days ago, 
he told us he thought this, district a 
pretty lucky one, and he thought 
there were all kinds of opportunities 
of making the farm pay. Speaking of 
beef stock, he showed where there had 
been a wonderful opportunity to turn 
over a good sized sum. Whereas not 
so very long ago animals were selling 
at a little over 2c, he has now con¬ 
tracted for the delivery of all bis 
stable fed spring beef at 7c. At a 
rough estimate this price should bring 
rim $80.00 per animal. Doesn’t seem 
so bad,'does it? But in our experience 
it has always been somewhat the 
same.

In spite of the fact that there was 
slightly less moisture last year than 
in the year previous, 1921, there were 
better crops, says the Lethbridge 
Herald. The reason for this is ap¬ 
parent from a study of the moisture 
figures for 21 years, including 1922, 
just given out by the weather bureau 
of the Lethbridge Experimental Farm. 
It appears to lie in the months in 
which the moisture came, the report 
showing that fairly good amounts of 
rain fell over the vital spring and 
early summer months, the growing 
season. 

The total amount of precipitation 
registered at the Farm during 1922, 
was 12.34, while the total for 1921 
was 12.77. The figures, by months 
for 1922 follow: January, .43; Feb¬ 
ruary, .41; March, .81; April, 2.67; 
May, 1.87; June, 2,30; July, .40; 
August, .81; September, .81;October, 
.78; November, .47; December, .60. 
Total, 12.34. In 1921- during April, 
May, June and July, the four growing 
months, the precipitation was 6.42, 
and in 1922, 7.63 inches, materially 
greater. 

For a period of 21 years, the aver¬ 
age precipitation for these four vital 
months was 7.96, .33 more than the 
average last year. The average for 
the whole year, over the 21-year 
period, was 15,262. May and June 
were the high months, with July and 
August next in the order named. 


On January 2nd, the new regula¬ 
tions respecting the placing of stamps 
on receipts came into effect. For the 
information of those not conversant 
with the requirements of the act, we 
publish herewith sub-sections 1, 2 and 
b, of section 14 of the Amendment to 
the Special War Revenue Act, 1916: 

(1) —For the purposes of this sec¬ 
tion the expression “receipt" includes 
any note, memorandum or writing 
whereby any money amounting to ten 
dollars or upwards, or any bill of ex¬ 
change or promissory note for money 
amounting to ten dollars or upwards 
is acknowledged or expressed to have 
been received, deposited or repaid, or 
whereby any debt or demand or any 
part of a debt or demand of the 
amount of ten dollars or inwards is 
acknowledged to have been settled, 
satisfied^ or discharged, or which 
signifies or imports any such acknow¬ 
ledgment, and whether the same is dr 
is not signed with the name of any 
person. 

(2) —No person shall give a receipt 
unless there is affixed thereto an ad¬ 
hesive stamp or unless there Is im¬ 
pressed thereon by means of a die a 
stamp of the value of two cents, which 
is to be cancelled by the person by 
whom the receipt is given before he 
delivers it out of his .hands. Can¬ 
cellation shall be effected by the per¬ 
son who cancels the stamp writing or 
impressing his name or Initials on or 
across the stamp together with the 
true date of such writing or im¬ 
pressing. 

(3) —Any person who violates any 
of the provisions' of this section, or 
who refuses to give a receipt, duly 
stamped, or-who, upon a payment to 
the amount of ten dollars or upwards 
gives a receipt for a sum not amount¬ 
ing to ten dollars or separates or 
divides the amount paid with intent 
to evade the duty, shall be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars.

As Ottawa dispatch .setting forth 
details of the new receipt tax says: 

The signature of employees on pay¬ 
rolls, being a receipt for wages, is 
taxable in respect of each signature, 
according to the regulations governing 
the stamp tax on receipts of $10 and 
upwards, effective oil and after Janu¬ 
ary 1 next, detail® of which are made 
public in an extra edition of the Can¬ 
ada Gazette last night. Persons viol¬ 
ating or evading the stamp tax re¬ 
gulations are liable to a penalty not 
exceeding $100, the Gazette states. 

The regulations follow: 

“Counter, sales slips and cash regis¬ 
ter tickets are * not taxable, provided 
no words implying or stating acknow¬ 
ledgement of the receipt or the pay¬ 
ment of money appears thereon. 

“Payrolls—signatures of employees 
thereon being receipt for wages—tax¬ 
able in respect of each signature. 

“Receipts for payment of legacies 
are taxable.

Grain—Holidays are over and the 
grain business will now settle down to 
handling the balance of the crop. At¬ 
tention will center on the possible sup¬ 
plies which Australia and the Argen¬ 
tine will have for export, and the last 
reports are that Australia will have 
considerably less than last year. How¬ 
ever, with European finances in their 
present muddle and conferences re¬ 
sulting in nothing, there does not 
seem to be much of a market in sight 
there, though it will depend on avail¬ 
able supplies.

A receipt for money in 
a deed or mortgage is taxable. 

“Receipts for payment of taxes, ex¬ 
cept those given to or by the Domin¬ 
ion government or a provincial gov¬ 
ernment, are taxable. 

“Individual freight bills or periodical 
statements of same, acknowledging 
receipt of payment, are taxable. 

“Customs house brokers’ receipts 
are taxable. 

“Letters forwarded by mail, also 
postcards, acknowledging the payment 
of money, are regarded as letters and 
cards and are not subject to this tax. 

“All insurance policies, whether 
fire, marine, life or casualty, wherein 
the payment of money is acknowledg¬ 
ed, are taxable.

" public worship. It underwent a re¬ 
storation in 1745. The church suf¬ 
fered considerable damage in 1759 as 
a result of the bombardment of the 
city by Wolfe's Artillery. Since that 
date it has undergone numerous 
alterations and additions. Mgr. De 
Laval, who died in 1708, was buried 
in the crypt of the Basilica, but in 
1788 his remains were transferred 
to the seminary chapel. Fully 900 
persons sleep their last sleep in the 
crypt of the , cathedral. They in¬ 
clude the remains of four Governors 
of New France, church dignitaries, 
high military officers, judges, and 
many other prominent people. 

The Basilica, was one of the finest 
edifices of its kind in tha Dominion 
and contained many very precious 
relics of the past as well as paint¬ 
ings by some of the leading masters 
of the French, Dutch, and Italian 
schools. Many religious treasures, 
vestments, ornaments and* sacred 
vases were also contained in the 
Basilica. Some of the stained glass 
windows were among the finest and 
most artistic on the American con¬ 


tinent, and the interior decoration! 
which had been completely renewed 
recently at a cost of nearly $90,000, 
were particularly artistic. 

Among the pictures were a Saint 
Paul by Carlo Maratta, and a Christ 
by Van Dyke. Tha vestments were 
probably more gorgeous in adorn¬ 
ment than anywhere else in America.' 
Many of them were -gifts from the 
French kings. The church is in the 
see of the Archbishop of Que.«c. 
In 1874 Pope Pius IX. elevated it 
to the rank of a Basilica Minor. 

It is, of course, to be expected that 
a large and more beautiful Basilica 
will arise on the site of the old 
building, and that it will continue to 
carry tne associations with early 
French history in Canada. Tha 
lombs of the early governor* andi 
others will still remain, and other 
historic reli.es and paintings will 
take the place of those los't, so that 
except for the building itaelf the lots 
may in some measure be replaced. 

It was later announced that most 
of the historic vestment* had escaped 
the fire. 


diar. people quite irrespective of 
creeds. To Quebec city the loss is 
irreparable, and the Christmas sea¬ 
son in that city has been to some, ex¬ 
tent marred by the disastrous event. 
English, French, Catholic and Pro¬ 
testant dwellers in Quebec Province 
alike feel the loss of this historic 
old building with its association with 
Canada’s romantic past. The build¬ 
ing itself spoke of other days. Its 
architecture was characteristic of 
Quebec city, and all who had visited 
it carried away a memory of a quaint 
old building, richer in historic inter¬ 
est than in architectural beauty, but 
none the less of great charm and an 
ornament to the city quite in keep¬ 
ing with the surroundings. 

The ancient edifice dated from 
1647 and occupied ground in the 
vicinity of the first parish church in 
Quebec, Notre Dame de la Re- 
couvrance erected by the founder of 
Quebec in 1633. The first Mass in 
the Basilica was said on Christmas 
Day, 1660, but it was not until 
1666 that the church was conse¬ 
crated by the first Bishop of Que¬ 
bec, Mgr. De Laval, and opened fori
